But he 
f seeins determined s'ill to press this imputation ia the 
most offcn.iive form for ho next charges my coll«aguo 
* ■with hhlor.rid filsekood, which tho gentleman has 
' committed in tho fallacy of his sp. 'iiomd vii-ion." It 
■would bo diffi uU to accumulate into one phraee 
^ more offenfive sugj^os'ions; and yot the Saf^ator now 
1 complains that ho has had ad'ninistered to him what 
he has so often eiupio'S'e'l himsolf.

Hut the whole story is ■not yot told. I wish to 
•'•cfcr to another assau't made by the Senator which 
1 wi noFsed myself a fieiw days after I took a seat in 
' hi^ tiody. On the of February, 1865, on one of 
iho last days of t JC last session, to the bill introdueed 
;'iy the Senator from Oonnecticnt [Mr Toiicky.] Mr. 
■6uMNi'R tnovfld an amendment providing for tbe 
epoal of tho Fugitive Slave Act. Ue made some 



remark? in s'unport of thit proposition. The Sent, 
tor from South CiroHna ro^e and interrupted him, 
.•raying, " [would as!c htm one qu<.*stion, wbioh he, 
pe'rba^is. will not answer A ?'W"!f/.y " Mr. PiiMNRa 
said, " I will answer any quo.stion " Tho S -nalor 
wonr, on to ast questions, aa l received hia ansAfdirs; 
ar.d then he said, speaKi .g of Mr Sum.vkk., " I know 
h'j is not a tactician, ar d I shaM not take ndvan age 
of tbo infir.uity of a man who does ! ot bnow half riS 
timo exactly what he is acout." This is indeed ex- 
traordinary language tor th.- Sooaior from iSouth 
Carolina to apidy to the senator from MasHaohtinetts, 
[ witnessed that sec : e. I thon deemed the innyiUfige 
insulting: the manner was more so. I hold in my 
hinds tbo remarks of the Louisville .Luufa!, a 
Souuiern press, upon thi,«i scene. I shall not road 
them to t'le S>^nato, f )r I do not wish to p esont 
any thing which tho Senator may even dtem of en«i ve. 
I will say, however, th'ir hia lunguiige at;d his de- 
porimer.t 10 my ooU^ague on hut ocosion vrerc ag- 
giofsive and ovi^rbearing in the extreme And hia 
is the Senat r who niiver r/iakes .s.^saults! But not 
content wi h assaultitig Mr. Sumnkr, he winds up 
his speech by a taunt at " Boston philanthropy. ' 
Surely, no person fivor hcatterod ussauit more freely ! 

I have almost done. But something has occurred 
this 808.?io(j which itiust' otps ihc Sasiator s manner. 
Not content with making his own speeches, he inter- 
rupted tho Senator from ^Missouri, [Mr. Geyer.] and 
desired him lo insfrc in his speech an assault on 
Massachusetts. Hero are his words : 

'• I wish my friend would incorporate into his speech an 
old hvw of i\iu-*s;ielius; tis which 1 have found I would 
remind iny friend of aii old league between the (our IS'ew 
l''nv;laiul Slates, made while tlu-.y we'e colonies, expres-ly 
repudiali -y: trial by jury lor ihe rr^ciaination of fugitive 
Slaves, They eailed fliein ' slaves.' too, or rather • i^i.-iitive 
.-crvam-.' and ili-iy say Hiey shall lie delivered up on the 
eertificate ofoiie magistrate." 

Here is another inftance of the Senator's looseneES 
of apserllon, even on law, upon tbe knowladge of 
which he h«s plumed himself in this debate Sir, 
there were no s'aves in Maf s.xchix^ette at that day. 
The 1» w alluded to was possed in 1613. It w«8 not 
until I64G. three ye nrs altOTward, that the first flaves 
were imported into Ma?.«achusetts from (he coast &f 
Africa, and these v<«ry slaves were frcnt bactt to their 
native land at public o.vpcnse Tho follow'itig is a 
verbatim copy of the remarkable statute by which 
these Africans were re!urn«'d to Guinea, at tho ex- 
pense of the Commonwealth :

In the face of this act of 16-16. ihe learned Fenator 
from South Carolina wished his friend from Mi.egouri 
to iu'^oniorate in^o his speech a ta'pe scousa'ion 
against Ma.'sachusott8 and the tVew i nglarid colonies. 
.And he went po far us to assert that this old law 
con'ainfd an allusion to " slaves." when the word 
•'slaves" was 'oot hientioned, and "servoiits'' only 
was employed 

Sir. I might here refer to the assault made by ?he 
Senator from South Carolina on the Senator from 
Iowa. [Mr. Hari an,] in which he taunted that Sena- 
tor with beinK a clergyman, and modesily told him, in 
tho face of the couotfy, that "he understood Latin 
as well as that Senator understood English ! " 

Mr. IIUTLER. I never taur-ted any g!'ntleman 
with being a clergymnn ; and tfcfl Senator from Iowa 
will not say so. I said thai I had rtSj^cct for uia vo-^ 
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cation i hut when hs attempted to correct my speech, 
I piio him vif^bt.

In my place here, I now pronounce 
tlu'so continued assaults upon iny colleague unparal- 
leled in tho history of the Senate.

The Seiiator 8,ti.} yfstord.sy, as I understood him, 
that *' S!)Uth Car'* ina had shod hocshsads of blood 
where Masf^aohusetts had shod gallons," during the 
lie solution. 

Mr BUTLER. On the battle-fields of the two 
States. 

Mr. WILSON. I heard no such limitation. I un- 
d-rittoodthe Senator to moan that South Caro ina 
had contributed hogsheads of tae blooa of her sons, 
whera Ma!;8achusett8 had only contributed gallons, 
to the K«volu/ii,n.

During the Revolution. «. port on of th« pei>i[/lo of 
South Ca oiins., the (J-adsdens, the RufJedges the 
Ljure-MSPS. tne S .unters. the M.iri n.*, made as great 
sa'-riQ -08 for the c <u.'e o' indt^^'endsnce a« any pa- 
triots la any portiou ot the laad; but the fiot cannot 
bo (lenieii, and all rhej-w p.it'i"t,-', incluiing even 
Md-rioD, convict Sou h C)u-olina of the fact that she 
hiid a large class of Tories. There wh.« h. civil war 
in that State — and, more than that, tbciasmds and 
tens of thousands of her sons sought profccti" u un- 
der the British flag. W ncn the army of (IreeriO w«s 
t'tarving, the British army in Charleston was receiv- 
ing all that tho fertile vallf»ys of South Carolina 
could proiiuce, carry into Charleston, and exchange 
for British gold. When Greene and his patriot army 
wanted oxen and horses to carry suppliee, they were 
hustled off into tho forest; by i>eop5e who had; to 
quote the words of General Greane to (.-iienerftl Barn- 
well, ".far gi eater attachment to their interests than 
zeal for the .service of their country." 

Mr. BUTLER. Let me ask the gsntlsmaa who 
fed Greene's army at that timb ? 

Mr. WILSON. " Who fed Greece's crmy ? " That 
army was hardly fed at all— at any ra£e, it was hui 
poorly fed and scantily clothed. 1 apprehcr.d sir, 
I hat Greenes army -—like tho schoolboy's whistle, 
that whistled itselt—fed itself. 

I have no diposition to fiSsail the Senetor's State. 
I should blush if I could say aught against the pa- 
triots of South Carolina, or even cease to feel grati- 
tude for their efforts— their promi t response to th* 
patriots of my own State in the early days of tho 
Revolution; but. sir, Gadsden, Burke, Marion, KaiP;- 
say, Barnwell, and tho patriots ol that period, have 
borne this evidence, that South Carolina w»s weak- 
ened in that contest by the existence of Slavrry, 
i hat was what Mr. Sumner charged, end on a for- 
mer occasion demonstrated ; and that, 1 take it, no 
man here or elsewhere can deny, V\ . 

The Senator tolls us that he has complimftnt^d tlio 
battle-fields of Masaachusett.?, the fields of Lexing- 
ton, Concord, and Bunker Hill. That Senator, and 
the constituents of that Seijator, can stand up'-u 
those sacjred spots, and breathe somefhing of the 
spirit of Liberty that makes them immortal He 
can utter his sentiments — sentiments so little in har 
mony wiili the gallant dead that sleep beneath those 
hallowed sods, or the living who now guard thom 
under tho protection of law. and a public sentiment 
nurtured and sustained fcy frwc t-peech. I should be 
proud to tread the battle-fields v£ South Carolina, 
hallowed 'by patriot blood. Yes, sir, it woula afford 
mo intense gratification to staad upon those stricken 
field?, so dear to every true American heart ; but I 
do not know th.at I couid do so without sappressing 
those cherished sentiments of liberty, for the vindi- 
cation of which patriot blood was poured out at 
Camden, Guilford, Eutaw. and Jlobkirk HiJi. 

But all thfcse allusions and reflections upon th» 
history of iho pas!; afford me no gratification., I aay 
to the Senator from South Caroiina, that he, and I, 
and all of us, had far botier turn from the pa-st, eeasa 
i to refli'ct upon the services of our States in the Rev- 
olutionary era, and deal with the living qufsuona 
which we must m«et in this age— questions that ia** 
great issues, involving th^ iniercsis of our common 
country and the rights of human nature. Hf, and 
I, and ail of us here, ought to strive to Pettle tht'S* 
great issues fur the j;OoJ of our ci5?omon oountry, 
and tiie wiio e people ' f the counury, bond 8nd free. 
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
